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Dichondra is a low-growing American plant, native 
to the southeastern part of the United States, from 
Virginia south. It is known botanically as Dichondra 
Repens or D. Repens var. Carolinensis. It makes a 
dense sod by means of runner-like stems, growing 
very close to the ground, but never forms a thick 
mat like Bermuda grass. The kidney-shaped leaves, 
about one-fourth inch wide, and seldom over 11/2 
inches in height, have a rich, dark velvety-green 
color. Dichondra is tough in texture and hard usage 
will not injure the strong turf nor mar its beautiful 
appearance.

PLANTING A NEW DICHONDRA LAWN 


Dichondra is a strong, resistant plant, tolerant 
of soil conditions and locations. Any average garden 
will grow a good Dichondra lawn. 


Before sowing, prepare the ground as you would 
for a grass lawn. Work up the soil thoroughly, add 
organic matter to the upper four inches if needed, 
and level to a smooth surface. 


Sow the seed broadcast, very sparsely, as each 
plant will cover about four square inches; or drop 
four to six seeds about three inches apart each way. 
Then cover by raking the soil lightly with a garden 
rake. If a mulch is used, peat moss is recommended. 
Water at least once a day for the first week and 
often enough thereafter to keep the soil moist. 


Dichondra develops slowly at first, requiring 70 
to 90 days to produce a good Dichondra lawn. Since 
it is a low growing plant, the weed problem needs 
attention during the early stages, but once estab- 
lished, weed troubles are at a minimum.

PLANTING DICHONDRA WITH NURSE CROP 


Many experienced gardeners now prefer to start 
a new dichondra lawn with a nurse crop. Short- 
lived grasses or white clover are most frequently 
used for this purpose. 


When the ground is well prepared, divide in two 
equal parts a sufficient quantity of the nurse crop 
seed to be used. Sow one part sparsely enough to 
cover the entire area, going in one direction. Then 
sow the other part in the same manner but this time 
going across the area at right angles to the first. 
The dichondra seed is then sown as uniformly as 
possible, using the same method. Again divide the 
proper amount of seed in two parts and sow each 
half broadcast while going in two different direc- 
tions, to insure a more even coverage. Rake lightly 
or cover with a mulch; do not use steer manure. 
Water well until nurse crop is up and then two to 
three times a week, depending on the weather, until 
clover or grass is large enough to shade the ground. 
White clover has a closer resemblance to dichondra 
and is often preferred as a nurse crop, unless hard 
usage is anticipated. In that case, annual rye grass 
is suggested. 


Keep clover or grass mowed during the early 
period to two and one-half or three inches high. 
When the dichondra begins to show in the lawn, 
set the lawn mower lower, to cut even with the top 
of the dichondra. This helps the dichondra to crowd 
out the nurse crop and you soon will enjoy a beau- 
tiful all dichondra lawn. Clover or grass clippings 
should never be left on the lawn as it is injurious 
to the dichondra. 


LANTING DICHONDRA IN AN OLD LAWN 
Dichondra will establish itself in an old lawn 
without extensive preparation. Cut the old lawn 
closely. Rake by hand or use power renovator. Sow 
about one-half the amount of dichondra seed used 
in making a lawn and scatter it in the same way 
recommended for a new lawn. Give it the same 
care, water and fertilizer. The time required for 
dichondra to take over an established lawn depends 
upon the kind and density of the turf. But, if well 
watered and fertilized, and closely mowed, the 
dichondra will be well in evidence in one year. 


A DICHONDRA LAWN FROM FLATS 


Many dichondra lawns are established with di- 
chondra grown in flats. The sod in a 16-inch flat is 
cut into 144 squares about one and one-fourth inch 
in size. These small squares are planted six to eight 
inches apart each way and under favorable condi- 
tions will cover the ground in sixty days. 

Dichondra in flats is a popular nursery item and 
easily obtained. A space 10x10 feet requires two 
to three flats of dichondra. 


AMOUNT OF SEED REQUIRED 


To obtain good coverage in a dichondra lawn, the 
amount of seed recommended is one Germain $1.00 
packet for 250 square feet. If white clover is used 
as a nurse crop, use three-fourths pound to 250 
square feet. Rye grass should be used at the rate 
of one and one-half pounds to 250 square feet. 


FEEDING THE DICHONDRA LAWN 


A dichondra lawn does not require heavy feed- 
ing and will not tolerate strong manures. A well- 
balanced liquid fertilizer is recommended as it is 
easier to apply evenly, at the proper strength. At 
least two applications should be made each year. 
Once in the early spring, when an extre supply of 
nitrogen will strengthen the color, which is some- 
times affected by the flowering and seed setting 
which occurs in spring. And again in fall, as a good, 
strong turf will suffer less during the winter months. 


WHEN TO PLANT 


In California and all mild climates dichondra lawns 
can be started at any time of the year. But as the sum- 
mer is the best growing season for dichondra, spring 
or early summer planting gives quickest results. 
When planting during the colder months, a nurse crop 
is especially advisable. 


In the East or Middle West we*recommend spring 
or early summer planting. This allows sufficient time 
to develop a strong root system and for the plants 
to make seed. When the foliage and top growth is 
hurt by rigorous weather the lawn will then renew 
itself from the roots and self-sown seeds.

By going over this same soil a third time, a depth of 
five and a half to six inches may be reached. If it is 
desired to till a portion of the garden to seven or 
eight inches in depth, this may be done by holding 
up on the handles and walking backwards. Our 
experience is that about two-thirds of our Roto-Hoe 
owners use their machine for tilling. 


CULTIVATION 


Roto-Hoe aerates the soil, breaks up capillary action 
and thus: retains moisture. Its fifteen tines, revolving 
at 300 revolutions per minute, are so arranged as to 
disintegrate the heavier clay soils, without exposing 
them to hard packing and baking after rain and sun.
